The Cavalry Corps of the Army of the 
Potomac. 


Tn the changes lately made in the Corps 
‘Commanders of the Army of the Potomac, 
though Gen. Preasonron was relieved iro 
the command of the Cavalry Corps, no officer’ 
was nominated ‘to fill the vacant place. We 
take it this arose from the fact thatthe mili- 
tary authorities were not immediately able to 
pitch upon the proper man for this important 
and peculiar command. 

It is now announced, though: not yet in 
official form, that Gen. Suzxiban has been as- 
signed to the position. Gen, Suznipan, we 
believe, belonged to the dragoons in the old 
service, but his reputation during the present 
war, which isa very distinguished one, has 
been gained. as Commander of a division of 
infantry, in the Army of the Camberland, and 
the -appointment : will take :the. public .by 
surprise. 

Tt 1s. matter of. note, that although the 
service now possesses @ considerable num- 
ber. of more than respectable leaders . of

Shall Cabinet Officers Have Seats ip the 
House 1 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

T agree with you as to the advantages to be 
derivéd from Cabinet officers having. seats in the 
House ef Representatives of Congress.. But can this 
be accomplished except by an aniendment of the 
Sonastitution? That declares, “ The .House.of Rep- 
resentatives shall be composed of members chosen 
évery second year by the people of. the several, 
States.” Now, what right has Congress to ‘compare 
the. Ho ef Representatives differently? -What 


right has it to confer the privileges gf members upon 
those not chosen by the people ? 


Tne Constitution provides, likewise, that “ no per- 
son holding any office nader the United States shall 
be a member of either Howse.” 

Would it netbe an evasion of the letter and spirit 
of the Constitution to admit to the privileges of mem- 
‘bership in the House of Representatives the highest 
elyil functionaries of the Government? © 

I know it is not proposed to allow the members of 
the. Cabinet the right to vets as members of the Hodse 
of Representatives. In my estimation, the denial of 
thar privilege would “be of Iittie 
Their presence would influence many votes, and that 
influence the Constitution designed to prohibit. ;

There is not the.slightest evidence that the 
Constitution désigied to ‘prohibif ary sich 
thing. On the Gohtraty, it makes it ‘aot only 
the privilege but the’duty of the President ‘to 
try to influence, Congress, for it says: “He 
shall [not may) from:time to time, give 
to the Congress. information of the . state 
of the. Union, .and recommend to their 
consideration, such measures as he Shall 
judge necessary and’ expedient.” He 
can’ do that ‘in’ writing’ or orally just ashe 
pleases ;" and in the early: days: of -the 
Republic it Wis the custom for him to doit 
personally. If the Conatitution allows him 
to do this in person, it Is.no violation either 
of the letter, or of, the spirit of the Constitn- 
tion. for him to give that “information ” 
through his Secretaries,” in* their person. It 
would be simply realizing moze fally that con- 
stitutional idea ; for.the Secretaries, if they 
are worthy of their place, are , far better. ac- 
quainted with the details than he possibly can 
be, ‘and can make ‘that “information” far 
more complete. “The ‘end’ which the Consti- 
tution aims to secure for Congress is the 
“ information” from the Executive.::.'The 
more effective the means of imparting 
that information, the betier is the .Constitu- 
tion fulfilled. 

Surely it is as much fn the power of Con- 
gtess to admit the Secretaries to seats in the 
House, as itis to admit Delegates from the 
Territories. The Delegates are not members, 
because they have not been chosen, as the 
Constitution requires, by the people of a State. 
They cannot vote, yet they have. been given 
thé right to speak on any question before the 
Heuse. Weldonit ask even as much as that 
for the Secretaries. Let theirsight to speak 
be limited, if thought proper, to questions af- 
fecting their own respective departments. 
We. do not’ believe -that..they..ought to
